pronounces the storm at Galvaston 
the heaviest since 1807.

Several accidents have been rnported, 
The Ocean House, on Gnlf Beach, is 
entirely surrounded by wator. Tho 
City Hospital is filled with water. 
Thirty workmen on the breakwater, 
which is being built by the Govern- 
ment, were cut off and lost. Tho 
Santa Fe bridge across the bay has 
been swept away, and tho Houston 
bridge is-under water, twenty feet of 
it at this end having been washed 
away. The water nt Virginia Point 
lias'been bucked up three miles on 
the mainland, and is still rising. 
Tho gale is increasing and the bar- 
ometer fulling. The bay is so full 
of water that if tlio wind changes to 
the north the whole island is lost, 
aud no lives can be Raved.
